Mario Cano wins Wistaria Award 


The metamorphosis resembling that of a cocoon 
to a butterfly has taken place in Sierra Madre’s resi¬ 
dential area. Mario Cano and his parents have spent 
nearly three years transforming a rundown and 
bedraggled 1920s house at 179 Merrill into a hand¬ 
some, slick, updated cottage and lawn. 

And for all that back-breaking work Cano has 
receivedthe Sierra Madre Beautification Committee 
Wistaria Award. 

“We stripped and painted everything from the 
exterior wall into the wood, replaced all the wood 
around the windows, added new shutters and painted 
the house. Then we attackcxl the exterior landscaping, 
replaced fences, sidewalks, steps, put in new grass, 
a retaining wall, concrete and brick driveway, new 
patio, concrete walkways, underground drainage, 
electric lighting outside,” Cano told The News this 
week.

Cano answered, “Although the bathroom and 
kitchen are liveable, they need remodeling.” A new 
roof is next on the agenda. 

Two years ago when Cano purchased the house, 
he laid out the designs he wished to follow, did the 
drawings and the plans. Then his parents, Mario 
Sr. and Josephine, began coming over three to four 
days a week from their home in Sunland to make his 
plans a physical reality. Cano said his parents did 
about 75 percent of the work. 

“My dad is a construction person. He had 
worked in brick and wood. I had the knowledge of 
how materials go together but 1 had never actually 
done that sort of work. Mom mixed most of the ci>n 
Crete. People thought my parents lived there and

Fire department requests return of supplies 


Mr. and Mrs. Lawson Martin of Pasadena 
dropped a small bombshell on the Sierra Madre 
City Couticil Tuesday evening when he and his real¬ 
tor, Douglas Delahooke of Sierra Madre, an¬ 
nounced that a real estate transaction was in escrow 
for 100 acres of land just above the Chantry Flat 
gate which has been closed temporarily. 

Timing of the action was not particularly 
propitious since the council was taking action Tues¬ 
day evening to continue closure of the Chantry Flat 
Road at the top of Santa Anita Drive. They had voted 
unanimously on a motion to accept the Negative 
Declaration as prepared and to continue permanent 
closure with the consent of the affected jurisdic¬ 
tions between the hours of 10 p.m. and 6 a.m. 
daily. 

Neighbors in the vicinity of the road decried 
the 11th hour action of the real estate transaction 
after they had spent years working toward tempor¬ 
ary closure of the road into the forest area and 
pack station, the latter run by the Lonergans. 
The road had created a high degree of notoriety 
because of the high number of accidents and al- 
■l^ed dope peddling, as well as alcohol consumjv 
tion, which had become a way of life in the area 
during the early morning hours for several years. 

The 100 acres consist of the Liliano tract, 
much of which, Delahooke said, was vertical and 
unbuildable. He indicated that only 15 percent could 
be developed. The Martins plan to build a home 
for themselves but are unsure, they said, of how 
much other development they plan in that area.

Delahooke also told the council that entry to their 
property would probably be located at about the 
area of the Chantry Flat gate, just north of the 
first hairpin curve. 

Martin said perhaps they could station a guard 
at that property between the hours of the gate 
closure to “reduce the burden on the city.” 

Mayor Buchan asked, “Would you be pre¬ 
pared to build an adequate turnaround (since the 
present turnaround area would be removed if the 
gate location would be changed)?” Martin replied 
that they “probalby would.” 

In reply to neighbors in the vicinity of the 
road, Martin said, “We are not intending to change 
the access road ... not asking that the road be 
opened up. We are suggesting that we’d be allowed 
reasonable access to get there and the chance to 
disallow those who shouldn’t be there.” 

City Administrator Jim McRea reminded the 
council that they “can’t close the road to some and 
keep it open for others. The city has taken the 
position that we do close to the road to people in 
general. As a general category, the road is closed 
from 10 p.m. to 6 a.m. daily.” 

In other action. Mayor Buchan made the 
motion for a moratorium on C-1 (commercial 
area) height limits to be a 30-foot maximum to make 
it easier for the fire department to reach the top 
limits of commercial buildings in case of fire. The 
moratorium will last for 45 days, unless extended, 
and will not apply to the building, currently in

Twenty years ago 
Anderson was serving as 
the minister ti> students 
at Lake Avenue Congre¬ 
gational Church in 
Pasadena.

It 
turned out that “east" 
for Dick was just 10 


miles to Sierra Madre. 
Even though the church 
was broke and in debt, 
the trustees scraped 
together enough to hire 
this dy namic young min¬ 
ister, and 20 years ol ex¬ 
citing growth instantly 
began. 

When word got around 
that Dick Anderson was 


going to come to SMCC, 
service attendance tripled 
in anticipation of what 
God had in store for 
the church.

Ron Ramirez is pub¬ 
lisher, design director, 
advertising manager and 
janitor of the OTHER 
Sierra Madre magazine 
company. 

While readers may be 
aware that Sierra Madre 
is home to R/C Modeler 
Magazine, a national 
hobbyist publication for 
the radio controlled model 
airplane and car enthu¬ 
siast, just a few doors 
down Sierra Madre Blvd. 
is the home of a slick 
monthly. Golden Chef. 
Golden Chel is the ofticial 
publication of the Chefs 
de Cuisine Association 
of California, a chapter 
of the American Culinary 
Federation. 

Ramirez is a bit of a 
reluctant “chef” cook 
and bottle washer. His 
involvement with the 
Chefs de Cuisine Asswia- 
tion began 10 years ago 
primarily because his 
daughter Rochelle was 
in the trade, at the time 
executive chef for a 
posh Santa Monica beach 
club. 


An art director by 
background, Ramirez 
just naturally look the 
then fledgling two-page 
newsletter and developed 
it into a classy looking 
24-pagc “book,” as 
magazine publishers call 
their progeny. 

“My reason for doing 
this has really been just 
lo slay active and re¬ 
cuperate from heart 
problems,” he said. “But 
it’s developing into a 
full-time job. i’m not the 
kind of person who can 
say no.” 

So, despite his office’s 
nondescript exterior 
(no sign advertises Ihe 
business), he continues 
to get design and printing 
jobs from chef contracts, 
as well as a little walk- 
in trade. 

Ramirez toils alone in 
a fairly spacious but 
compact office whose 
only pretence to sub- 
si a n c i a I operations 
size is Ihe “lobby” 
where frames of his 
magazine covers are hung 
and his logo, Graphics 
Guild, has a prominent 


place on the entry way 
to his production 
facility. 

Ramirez is a man who 
appreciates Ihe lad he 
has often been in Ihe right 
place at the right lime, 
literally falling into 
exciting new oppor¬ 
tunities. In 1%8, lol- 
lowing a 20-year career 
with the Durochrome 
Company in which he 
rose to art director 
(Durochrome manu¬ 
factured decals for plas¬ 
tic containers), he set 
up a consulting business. 
Shortly ihcrcaller, 
following a recommen¬ 
dation to the Royalile 
Company, a bottling 
firm, that they set up 
their own printing facility, 
he was, as he says, 
given “carte blanche” to 
start the plant, develop 
a business plan, and hire 
employees. 

Royalite’s subsidiary 
grew under Ramirez’s 
stewardship to 62 em¬ 
ployees and did all the 
labeling for American 
Can Company. The rigors

first coronary in 1973, 
and later open heart 
surgery in 1975, 1980 and 

1985. “I have a genetic 
predisposition to arter¬ 
iosclerosis,” he says. 

So Ramirez, wisely, 
began to phase himself 
out of Royalile opera¬ 
tions. And then Golden 
Chef came along. 

Work on the then 
newsletter began in his 
home studio in Alham¬ 
bra and moved into its 
Sierra Madre location in 

1986. “I really enjoy 


working in this town,” 
he says. 

Ramirez admits that, 
editorially. Golden 
Chef could stand im¬ 
provements. “I pretty 
much have to go along 
with what the chefs 
want to do and they 
aren’t writers,” he says. 
But he prides himself in 
the finished product — in 
fact, the American 
Culinary Association 
once asked him to take 
the reins of their flagship 
publication, but he 
declined due to the 


pressures of Golden 
Chef. 

Right now Ramirez 
fantasizes about in¬ 
corporating all the South¬ 
ern California Chapters 
of Chefs de Cuisine 
Association into one 
big glossy magazine. He 
cites the savings to ad¬ 
vertisers as one benefit — 
advertisers now have to 
pay to get into about 
10 different journals. 

Problem is, Ramirez 
says, “I just simply don’t 
want a full-time job.”

“How Not to Love” 
is the subject of Pastor 
Richard J. Anderson’s 
sermon on Sunday mor¬ 
ning, Mar. 13, at all 
three services, 8:15, 9:45 
and 11:15, in the Sanctu¬ 
ary.

Even when we speak of 
loving someone rather 
than something, there 
can be such a thin layer 
of pretended unselfish¬ 
ness. The crucial ques¬ 
tion is this — in the 
end who really benefits? 
Selfishness often mas¬ 
querades as selfishness, 
but ends up taking rather 
than giving what is truly 
good for the loved one. 


John says — "let us 
love one another, not as 
Cain who killed his bro¬ 
ther.” Cain’s character 
is such a contrast to that 
of Christ’s. Jesus lays 
down His life for the 
sake of the lost sinner in 
sacrificial love. If you 
want to know how to truly 
love, then look at 
Christ. 

At the 6 p.m. Sunday 
evening service. Pastor 
Anderson will be speak¬ 
ing about “Scriptural 
Gifts,” fifth in the series 
on this important topic.
